Reports That Parties With Rooms to Rent Had 
Boosted Prices Beyond Reason Roundly 
Condemned — Asks All to Treat New-Com­ 
ers Fairly and Justly—Encouraging Reports 
from All Committee Chairmen.

Chamber of Commerce met at 10:00 
o’clock tins morning with President 
E. J. Jenkins presiding and Secretary 
S. E. Eberstandt at his post. The fol­ 
lowing director* were present: E. J. 
Jenkins, Tyler Boswell, Ed Hall, W. 
H. Cole, J. L. Edge, T. A. Adams, A. 
M. Waldrop, J. D. M artin, Cleo. A. 
Adams, J nu. A. Moore, J. M. Law­

& Wilson and T. K. Lawrence. 
The chief topic for discussion was 
the housing problem, a number of 
the directors stating they had heard 
complaints of a raise in rents on light 
housekeeping rooms. The directors in 
expressing themselves on the sub­ 
ject 
were unanimous in the opinion 
that parties having 
rooms to rent 
should ask just and equtable prices, 
and not a price that would make new­ 
comers feel that they were bring held 
up. 
The directors ask the co-opera­ 
tion of all parties who have rooms 
and apartm ents to charge what they 
are worth and no more. The Chamber 
of Commerce is handling the housing 
Problem without cost to the property 
owner or the tenant, and the secre­ 
tary is giving a large portion of his 
time to the work and is locating par­ 
ties without discrimination, and try­ 
ing to do everything possible to make 
the new arrival a booster and not a 
knocker. The secretary was instruct­ 
ed when prices are unreasonable not 
to recommend these places to house- 
hunters. 
W. H. Cole, chairman of the special 
committee on -better telegraph ser 
vice, reported that he had taken the 
m atter up with the company, and 
the result was the fixing of the office 
hours by the company as published, 
which do not, in his opinion, give the 
relief sought. Mr. Cole was instruct­ 
ed to stay on the job and secure the 
relief nought, if possible. 
John A. Moore, chairman of the 


entertainm ent committee, stated his 
committee for the Chamber of Com­ 
merce would like to tender an enter­ 
tainm ent to the teachers of the Cen­ 
tral Texas Teachers’ Institute, now in 
session at A. and M. College. He was 
authorized to arrange for the enter­ 
tainm ent, and it will be given on 
Thursday night. 
A. M. Woldrop, chairman of the 
committee on education, said the m at­ 
ter of a West Texas A. and M. Col­ 
lege was occupying the attention of 
his committee, and that two able rep­ 
resentatives, Judge W. C. Davis and 
Editor Lee J. Rountree, were at the 
State Democratic Convention at Fort 
Worth to lead the fight against it.

committee chairman, reported that 
his committee had given the trade ex­ 
tension journal to the Eagle Printing 
Company for publication and same 
would be rushed.

seen in the other counties* 
We here 
talked with a number of persons and 
all of them seemed to feel that the 
farmer** were in excellent shope and 
that they were going to have a won­ 
derful year. Business men. while say­ 
ing that sales were not exceptionally 
good at this time, were laying their 
plan-* for a big fall and winter busi­ 
ness. 
leaving Waco, we drove to Temple, 
making 38 miles in a little more than 
two hours. We found the roads good 
through most of the drive. 
Here Col­ 
onel Holland visited! for about an hour 
with local newspaper men and m er­ 
chants of the city. 
Having come so far without any 
trouble, and having found the roads, 
for the most part, in such good con­ 
dition, we decided to drive into Aus­ 
tin. Leaving Temple at a quarter to 
!>, we passed through Bartlett, Grang­ 
er and Taylor, arriving in Austin 
shortly after 8 o’clock p* rn. 
While cotton was good it did not 
look as good as in Dales, Hill and 
Ellis counties, and there was quite a 
good deal of dead cotton throughout 
the fields. 
The fanners with whom 
we talked did not agree aa to the 
{ans of the dead cotton, though most 
of them seemed to favor the root-rot 
theory* 
Having covered a distance of 219 
miles, and feeling tired, we decided 
to remain in Austin until the next 
morning. 
The next morning, after a 
real hungry man’s breakfast, we left 
Austin at 8 o’clock, with th** speed­ 
ometer reading 7614 miles. 
Well Paved Road. 
The trip from Austin to San An­ 
tonio was th** most delightful part of 
our whole journey. The distance of 
BJ miles was over a road as smooth as 
any city pated street, and we were 
able to run 45 and 50 miles an hour 
lith perfect comfort The only thing 
to mar the drive was a blowout which 
occurrtd some twelve miles out of 


ten at 2 o’clock in the afternoon- 
Feeling tired and looking muddy, 
but nevertheless content over tke 
prospects of spending a cool night in 
Galveston, we did not stop any longer 
in Houston than was necessary' to re­ 
fill the gas tank and put in oil and 
water* 
We started over a wonderful 
road for Galveston. 
We made the 61 
miles in about two hours. Here we 
had the luxury of a good, clean, warm 
hath as well as a dip in the good old 
gulf. 
We spent the night in Galves­ 
ton, leaving there the next afternoon 
for Houston, as we were anxious to 
have an early start the next morning, 
knowing we were going to have some 
bad, muddy roads on our way to Dal­ 
las. 
We left Houston at 8 o’clock in the 
1**01 ning and while the roads ware 
muddy ami comparatively few' miles 
f it made-road, we did not have much

Leaving Beeville we headed for Cor­ 
pus Christi, finding the roads for the 
first 35 or 40 miles pretty rough, but 
coming into what is called the Cor­ 
pus Christi country we found the 
roads much better and road work be­ 
ing pushed vigorously.

Austin, Texas, Sept. 7— Approxi­ 
mately 1500 cotton gins will operate 
in Texas during the present season, 
according to estimates of the Texas 
Bureau of Markets and Warehouses, 
in handling the estimated 3,000,000- 
bale crop of Texas. 
There is no “biggest gin in the 
riate,” according to the bureau fig­ 
ures, which show several tried for this 
honor with a daily capacity of 250 
bales each. 
Officials of the bureau 
deciare that the largest gin in the 
world, located in Mississippi, has a 
capacity of but 25 more bales daily 
than these Texas gins. 
Texas gins have increased in effi­ 
ciency at least 40 per cent in the last 
five years, said F. G* We inert, com­ 
missioner of the bureau, and this effi­ 
ciency has rawed the quality of the 
cotton in the state one-half a grade. 


NO POSTOFFICE IN 
COCHRAN COUNTY 


Dallas, 
Texas, 
Sept. 6— Cochran 
County, Texas, which gained two in­ 
habitants in the last ten years, and 
now has a population of 67 accord­ 
ing to figures announced by the United 
States census bureau for 1920, dates 
its history back to the early settle­ 
ment of West Texas, and has lees 
than one inhabitant for every square 
mile. 
The first census of the county 
was taken in 1900, when enumerators 
succeeded in finding twenty-five resi­ 
dents. 
During the next ten years the 
county had a phenomenal growth— 
from 25 to 65 inhabitants, or 160 per 
cent. 
But the “boom” petered out in 
the next ten years and but two more 
people were added to the total. 
Cochran county was formed in 1874 
from another large county which now 
lies far to the east of it.

(By Associated Press) 
Dallas, Tex., Sept. 4.—The Texas 
division of the American Farm Bu­ 
reau Association was placed upon a 
permanent basis at a meeting of the 
board of directors today at the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce in Dallas.

College Station, Texas, Sept. 4.— 
That a new course in Agricultural 
Administration, similar to courses in 
business 
administration in colleges 
and universities, will be offered at 
A. and M. College this year was an­ 
nounced today by President 
W. 
13 
Bfszell. 
This course is designed to 
meet the needs 
of 
the increasing 
number of young men who are inter­ 
ested primarily in the business as­ 
pects of agriculture. 
While the course 
is 
similar in 
many respects to the general course 
in agriculture, more emphasis is laid 
in this course 
on 
agricultural ac­ 
counting, marketing, 
farm manage­ 
ment, rural economics and rural so­ 
ciology. 
It is believed by the college 
authorities that in an agricultural 
state like Texas that a course of this 
character will prove helpful to young 
men who expect 
to 
conduct large 
farm ing enterprises or who engage in 
commercial enterprises that are large­ 
ly 
dependent upon 
agriculture for 
access. 
This is the first course of the kind 
offered in any agricultural college in 
the United States, but it is believed, 
with the greater 
recognition 
that 
farm ing is essentially a business en­ 
terprise and that success depends on 
the application of business princi­ 
ples, that this experiment will result 
in 
the 
establishment 
of 
similar 
courses in agricultural colleges in 
other states,
